DELANEY AND OAFFREY PLEAD. 
ARE SENTENCED TO DEATH. 
Dustin, May 2.—Patriok Delaney and 
Thomas Caffrey, two more of the men 
charged with participation in the murders of 
Cavendish and Burke, were kor 
trial this morning. 
They created a sensation in the eourt-room 
2 pleading guilty to me charge aguinst 
m. 


Both were sentenced to de hanged on the 
2d of June. 

Before Caffrey had pleaded he Was 
informed by his solicttets that Crown 
gave no hopes Of wititation ot the sentence 
of death Which would be passed upon him. 

When Delaney was called upon to plead he 
said: “I am guilty of being in the park at 
the time Lord Frederick Cavendish and Mr. 
Burke were killed, bat 1 did not commit the 
murder. I plead guilty.” 

The Judge explained to him that this really 
amounted to a plea of innucence. Delaney 
then formally pleaded guilty. Hesaid: “1 
was brought into this at first foolishly, not 
knowing what it was. I was forced from my 
work to go to the park. We had to obey the 
orders of the society or take the consequences. 
When I got to the park I could not get away. 
{ saw the murders committed, but I took no 
part in them. 1 went to the park on Kay- 
anagh’scar. He speaks the truth, so does 
Carey. The murders were committed by Joe 
Brady and Timothy Kellyy and by nobody 
else. I saved Judge Lawson’s life at the risk 
of my own. I was put on toshoot him by 
Mullett and Brady. The only way to escape 
the task was by calling the guard’s atten- 
Non. 

Judge O’Brien, in passing sentence on 
Delaney, said he had a duty to perform. 
He had at the previous trial of the prison- 
er for attempting to shoot Judge Law- 
son pitied him because he showed some 
feeling for his wife and family. The pris- 
oner would see to what misery they had been 
brought by the wicked system of con- 
spiracy. 

When Caffrey was placed in the dock, his 
face wore a smile The 
vieading guilty was again fully explained to 
him in open court, but he persisted in nis 
plea. On being asked whether he had any- 
thing to say why sentence should not now 
be passed upon him, Caffrey replied in a 

oud, clear voice: “All I have got to say, 
standing on the brink of the grave, is that I 
did not know what was going to happen un- 
til twenty minutes before the murders were 
committed. I was bound to goto the park 
under pain of death.” 

The Judge, in passing sentence, said that 
there was no means of judging the truth of 
the prisoner’s statement. He did not decide 
that it was necessarily wholly untrue. 

The sentence of Delaney will probably be 
commuted to life servitude, 

(The testimony of the informer James Carey, 
the truth of which was acknowledged by Pat- 
rick Delaney yesterday, implicated Delaney and 
Thomas Unffrey us being present with the gang 
of assasins in Phenix Park May 6, 1882. The 
previous day they formed part of the gang 
which lay in wait fur Mr. Burke near the Vice- 
Regal Lodge. May 6 they wet in the Royal Oak 
Tavern, whence they proceeded to the scene of 
the murder. Osffrey, Delaney, Joseph Brady, 
and Kelly rode on Kavanagh's car. Halt an 
hourvefore the murders Carey, who had spent 
his time in looking at a polo match, saw them 
all together waiting for Mr. Burke. When that 
gentieman and Lord Frederick Cavendish came 
out the agsasins divided themselves into three 
sections. in the first row were Curiey, Fagan, 
and Haniloa, in the second Kelly and Brady, 
while Caffrey and Delaney brought up the rear. 
Neither Caffrey nor Delaney took any active 
part in the attack on the twa gentlemen.)

RAUM’S SUCCESSOR. 
A STRONG PULL FOR THE COMMISSIONERSHIP 
FROM MANY QUARTERS. 

WasuincorTon, D. C., May 2.—[Special.)|— 
The Com missionership of Internal Revenue 
cannot remain vacant after May 2. Under 
the recent decision of the Attorney-General 
in regard to the vacancy caused by the death 
of PoStmaster-General Howe, it becomes 
necessary to appoint a successor within 
twenty days. The same statute operates in 
this case. No decision has yet been reached 
by the President, and the friends of the va- 
rious candidates are bringing to bear 
all the pressure they can command. 
The candidacy of Mr. Hobart, of Cin- 
cinnati, is looked upon here as 
a hopeless one for the reason 
that his main support comes from the whisky 
interest. with which he is identified. While 
it is admitted that he would be thoroughly 
familiar with the requirements and duties of 
the office, itis not thougnt proper that a 
Commissioner should owe his appointment 
to aclass against whom he might frequently 
be called upon to decide. Ex-Representative 
Burrows, of Michigan, is do his best for 
the oy claims that his chances are 
good. ere are many, however, who think 
differently. The strongest candidate just 
now seems be the deputy and acimg 
Commissioner, Mr. Rogers. Don Cameron 
has promised him his support, and Attorney- 
General Brewster has recommended hiw. 
Judge William D. Kelley and several prowi- 
nent members of the Pennsylvania * 
tion have written or telegraphed to 
President in Mr. Rogers’ favor. He is a 
native of Pennsylvania and is warnily sup- 
por y the Pennsylvania press. The 
point is made Mr. Rogers can only act 
as Commissioner ten days under the law, 
for the reason that the officer who may be 
designated to serve at the expiration o 
time must ¢ have been nominated 
by resident and confinned 
by the Senate. The deputy is an 
appointee of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
and the only officer now in the Internal-Kev- 
enue Bureau who was nominated and con- 
firmed is the Soliciter,; Mr. Chesley. He is 
also an aspirant forthe place. In ‘case no 
appointment is made before May 10, Solicitor 
Chesley is likely to be requested to act for 
the remaining ten days. Daring Gen. 
Grant’s Administration, however, this statute 
was not observed. Nov. I, 1870, Commis- 
sioner Coluwbus Delano resigned to become 
Secretary of the Interior. His Deputy, Johu 
W. Douglass, was allowed to act untli Jan. 
2, 1871, when Gen. Pleasanton succeeded. It 
is claimed that this two months’ service was

ARCHITECT HILL,

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 2.—[Special.}— 
The movements of Mr. Murch in connection 
with the Hill investigation are not such as 
to suggest either good faith or confidence in 
his charges. The objection to Fifth-Auditor 
Alexander as a member of the committee 
which Mr. Murch has made in writing is not 
creditable to the latter. The reasons assigned 
are that Mr. Alexander must be absent for 
ten or twelve days, and that he is a sub- 
ordinate of Assistant-Sécretary French, who 
is accused.

NATIONAL BANKS. 
STATEMENT BY CONTROLLER KNOX. 

WaAsnHiIneTon, D. C., May 2—Controller 
Knox reports tbe number of new National 
banks organized during the last six months 
to be 152, with a capital of $14,958,000. Of 
these banks ten, having a capital of $1,005,- 
000, are located in New York; eleven with a 
capita! of $785,000in Pennsylvania; sixteen 
with a capital of $2,000,000in Ohio; ten with 
acapital of $2,970,000in IIlinois; nine with 
a capital of $860,000 in lowa; six with a cap- 
ital of $325,000 in Nebraska; eight 
with a capital of $400,000 in Da 
kota; nine in Texas with a capital of 

50,000. Twenty-three banks having a cap- 
ital of $3,836,000 have gone into liquidation 
during the last six wonths and relinquished 
business. The amount of mutilated National 
bank notes received, coun and destroyed 
during the six months is $41,577,038: the 
amount of new notes i-sued is $37,873,250. 
Tue increase in the cavital of National banks 
the last six months is $077,500; increase in 
circulation, $8,399,791; increase in lawful 
money deposited for the purpose of retiring 
circulation, $1,002,401, 


THE TOBACCO TAX. 
A RUSH IN THE REVENUE BUREAU. 

Wasuiseton, D. C., May 2.—Rodgers, 
Acting Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
today telegraphed Collector Sturges, at St. 
Louis, in regard to supplying the demand for 
stamps under the new law, as follows: “In 
addition to the stamps ready, 60,000 twenty- 
pound tobacco-stamps will be shipped you 
today. We will try to keep you supplied for 
the current demand, and hope to stock the 
trade fully within ten days. The short time 


elapsing between the passage of the act and 

the date it took effect has made it impossible, 
with all the machinery available thus far, to 
meet the regular demand and put out a three 
months’ supply in addition. Every press is 
at work, and has been since the emergency 
arose.” As fast as the stamps are received 
by the Internal-Revenue Bureau they are im- 
‘mediately prepared for shipment, and each 
1 are forwarded to the Collectors. Each 
Collector is supplied with the quantity pro- 
portionate to his requisitions,

The former additional 
adwaiorem rate of II and 10 per cent was 
abandoned ou the recommendation of the Tariif 
Commission, whose report Senator sherman 
pronounces, and most properly, admirabie: and 
the Chairman of that Conimission, Mr. Hayes, 
bas long been the elfivieut and consistent udvo- 
cate of duties upon wools as well as upon 
woolens; wolle Nr. Gariand, of Illinois, Prest- 
dent of the Wovol-Growers’ Associution, was 
also a member or the commission, who could 
not fail to look after wool intelligently, and he 
copeurred in this report. That it had received 
Just and proper consideration was never ques- 
tioned until biil bad been in the Senate for 
weeks. e Senator is evidently mistaken in 
bis calculation, and forgets that the duties upon 
all mand charges and commissions on wovlen 
goods, a very material item, have been removed, 
while woolsuffers no such reduction, as such 
charges ou woo! have never been dutlable. 

The schedule of the Tariff Commissioa not be- 
ing precisely like the old law makes an accurate

The Relation of the Church to the La- 
bor Question. 

New York, May 2.—|Special]—At a meet- 
ing of the Reformed Church Particular 
dy nod in this city today an interesting paper 
on “ The Relation of the Church to the La- 
bor Question was read by the Rev. R. Terry, 
pastor of the South Reformed Church of 
New York. Tuis gentleman thought the 
tendency of massing the laboring population 
a serious evil against which the church was 
called upon to exert its greater power. 
Growing out of this evil was what 
Mr. Terry called the greatest curse 
of modern time—namely, the indiscrim- 
inate mixing of the sexes in 
employment. “ Whatever may be said of 
woman’s right to any and every branch of 
labor,” said Mr. Terry, “it is undeniable 
that some kinds of labor interfere with her 
naturally . qualities, especially if 
while engaged in same work with men 
she sits at the same bench. It is impossible 
that two of the opposit sexes should be asso- 
ciated in work from morn until night, year 
after year, without growing similar in their 
charac tics and feel and we know 
from experience which it is that assimilates 
readily to the other. The man 

not become effeminate; the woman 
does become masculine, coarse, unrefined, 
and immodest. Those who favor the co- 
education of the sexes know that when 
young men and young women meet daily in 
similar pursuits and become accustomed to 
eac ’ ways under the various and try- 
ing circumstances of school life the restraint 
nabsural in each others’ society is utterly lost. 
The facts of experience are here incontro- 
* If — pie. ~ — oy 
young people broug er for the 
purposes of education, what shall we infer 
concerning the influence of free com- 
munication and association between those 
of different sexes of the lower ranks 
who havé no inbred ideas of refinement, who 
have never learned modesty, and who have 
no home associations tofoster purity? Let 
parents,” he said, know that if they send 
their daughters to large factories, neces- 
sarily among evil associates, they send them 
near the flames; and if men are freely as- 
sociated with them in their labors they are 
made to walk on red-hot coals, and it will be 
nothing less than a mirsele if their feet are 
not burned.” 


An Increase Granted to the Striking 
Laborers ia the New York Custom- 
House. 

New Tonk. May 2.—[Special. I Tne labor- 
ers employed in the weighing department of 
the custom-house refused to go to work this 
morning except upon the assurance that 
their wages would be increased. Weighers 
Snirley, Acton, and Bacon endeavored to 
convinee them that their interests would be 
pest served by keeping at work until the 
Secretary of the Treasury had rendered a 
decision in their case, but the strong-minded 
faction of the laborors declined to do this, 
and persuaded the others to join them. The 
weighers informed Collector Robertson 
of the strike early in the day, and 
the latter immediately telegraphed to 
Washington for instructions. He received a 
dispatch from Secretary Folger in reply, 
authorizing him to pay men 30 cents per 
hour instead of 25 cents, which is the present 
rate. The Collector thereupon authorized 
the payment of 30 cents, and the weighers 
lost no time in communicating with their 
men. Some of the strikers wanted 40 cents, 
but it is thought that they will resume work 
today at 30 cents. Collector Robertson said 
that le any ot the men refused to go to work 
tomorrow at the increased rates he would 
have new men engaged to take their places, 


The Bricklayers and the Master Masons. 
The bricklayers“ and master masons’ fight 


still continues, both sides being seemingly as 


determined as at the beginning of hostilities 
to hold out to the bitter end. About 100 
bricklayers hung around their head- 
quarters all day yesterday. There has 
been a terrible drain on the relief 
fund during the last four days, and itis 
certain that this drain will be increased 
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Grip-Car Conductors with a Grievance. 

A mass-meeting of the grip-car conductors 
was held at Baum’s Pavilion last night, at 
which some 200 men were present. 

The grievances of the men might almost 
be termed legion, and it is said Mr. Holmes 
is well aware of the dissatisfaction, and has 
prepared himself for any trouble by hiring a 
number of new conductors as, extras, who 
have bought their uniforms, have hardly 
cot enough work yet to reimhurse them for 
the outlay, About 100 of these new 
men have been employed recently. The 
switching horses have been removed from 
the switches, and the conductors are obliged 
to switch the cars by hand, or, as they state 
it, make jackasses of themselves.“ The 
new men are paid 33 cents per trip, and fre- 
quently can get but one trip a day, while the 
highest price paid is but 42 ceuts per trip. 
The chief objection to the recent ruling of 
the Superintendent is the taking off of the 
second conductor from 9 o’clock in the morn- 
ing until 4 o’clock in the afternoon, whe reby 
but one conductor is left to take care of the 
two cars. The men claim this was not an 
association meeting, but a mass-meeti 
of all the conductors, and they thin 
they are doing justice to themselves and the 
citizens ot Chicago in meeting to progest 
against this move of false economy. By 
taking off of these conductors during the 
middie of the day, when the most helpless 
passengers, the women and children, travel, 
the company save about $200 per day, they 
claim at the risk of human life, as it is im- 


possible for one conductor to take care of two 


grip-cars and avoid accidents. The men are 
very anxious the public should understand 
that no strike is anticipated. Tney ap- 
pointed a committee of six to draw 3 
series of resolutions to be presented to Mr.

Drift of Indiana Municipal Elections 
Decidedly Favorable to Republicans. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 2—[Special.}— 

The returns from the municipal elections 

throughout Indiana yesterday show that in 

many instances strictly political differences 
were not the only issue, and in some in- 
stances politics did not figure in the result at 
all. At Richmond an alliance of Democrats 
and disaffected Republicans led by ex-Mayor 

Bennett, a Republican, was utterly routed 

by the regular Republican organization, only 

one Democratic Councilman being elected. At 

Greencastle a similar combination resulted 

in the alection of the Democratic-Republican 

ticket, but one Councilman being saved from 
the wreck. In Shelbyville asimilar scheme 
worked ruin to the regular Kepublican ticket. 

The Lafayette election hinged to some extent 

upon the recent slander suit, which agitated 

the town for mouths. and the Democrats 
were victorious, for the first time in several 
years. The Democrats elected their ticket 
entire in Vincennes, but wherever 

publicans maintained their organization in- 
tact and made the tight upon strictly party 
grounds they were generally successful, 
and in some cases substantial gains were 
scored. Especially was this the case at 

Terre Haute, where last fall the Democrats 

carried everything by 500 mojority. This 

time they got only the Cierk. The result was 
the same at Elkhart, Frankfort, Brazil, and 

Greenfield, where a combination of Green- 

backers, Democrats, and dissatisfied Repub- 

licans existed.

ALBANY, N. Y., May 2.—(Bpecial.)]—The 
Congressional Apportionment bill: adopted 
by the conference committee of the two 
Houses will give the Democrats sixteen 
districts and the Republicans sixteen.

Paris, May 2—The Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, speaking in the Senate on the Triple 
Alliance, said he believed in the sincerity of 
the declarations of the Italian Foreign Min- 
ister and the Hungarian Premier—that no 
idea of aggression against France was enter- 
tained. He believed the alliance would not 
in any way change the relations of France 
with the Powers. France must be prudent, 
for a vanquished country which is regaining 
its strength, and which is condemned to 
maintain a large defensive force, must not 
be surprised to find itself exposed to jealous- 
les and distrust.

Beriin. May &—In the Reichstag Richter 
introduced a motion declaring against the 
execution of private orders ip the military 
workshops. 

Bismarck protested in the name of the Em- 
peror against the assumption that the army 
can be required to even receive a direct rec- 
ommendation from the Reichstag. 

Richter then altered the motion so that its 
demands were addressed to Bismarck instead 
of the military administration. 

The Minister of War declared that the mo- 
tion implied a direct invasion of the powers 
of the Emperor. 

Bismarck’s action in regard to Richter’s 
motion in the Reichstag is not so much re- 
garded as a reprimand to the Reichstag as a 
reassertion of his prerogative as Chancellor 
over the other Ministers, especially the Min- 
ister of War. 

THE EMPEROR’S UNEXPECTED MESSAGE. 

BERLIN, April 15.—A political bolt out of 
the blue may be said to have fallen on the 
field of domestic politics. In the midst of a 
very dry debate yesterday the Reichstag was 
startled by the reading of a message from the 
Emperor. The message invites Parliament 
to proceed at once to dispose of the 
budget for 1884-1885, in order that 
it may be free to devote the whole 
of its next autumn and winter session 
to the discussion of those schemes of 
economic reform, especially the Accident- 


Assurance law, the realization of which is’ 


so earnestly desired by his Majesty. To es- 
timate the full meaning of this invitation it 
must be remembered that it is not Jong since 
the Reichstag flatly refused to vote the 
budget for next year—i. e., 1884-’"85—in addi- 
tion to the estimates of the current one, see- 
ing that this course.would have virtually 
granted to the Government the principle of 
biennial budgets. 
The message contains the following pas- 
sages: ’ 
On the passing of the Socialist law we ex- 
ressed our conviction that lewisiation (for deal- 
with Sociai Democracy) must not be restrict- 
ed to police and repressive measures, but must 
also seek to eradicate, or at least alleviate, the 
evils e laws, by the introduc- 
tion ot refurms ulated to improve and assure 
the welfare of the working classes. To this our 
conviction we ve al expression in our 
message of the Ith November, 1881, and it 
rejoiced us to be able to achieve a first success 
in this direction by abolishing in our Kingdom of 
Prussia the two lowest grades of the income

e have, therefore, seen fit to ask the assent 
of the allied Governments to our proposal for 
again laying the budget (for 1884-'5) before the 
Reichstag, and if the Accident Assurance bili 
cannot be overtaken and dealt with d the 
present spring session, the previous sottiement 
of the estimates will, at least, leave the winter 
free forthe work of econo re- 
forms. 

This message, which was read by Finance 
Minister Scholz, was listened to by the House 
with respectful attention. 

A short discussion ensued as to what was 
to be done, ending in a resolution to do noth- 
ing till the message was printed. But from 
the remarks of the Progressist champion, 
Herr Richter, who demanded a regular de- 
bate on the subject, it is piain that the invita- 
tion of the Emperor will not be responded to 
without a great deal of heated discussion. 

In the present case the Emperor, moved by 
the gravity of the subject, has thought 
proper toynake another public 1 as it 
wes, to the country itself on behalf of 
certain schemes of social reform, in which 
he is well known to take the deepest per- 
sonal interest, and which he most earnestly 
desires to see realized before be dies. And 
his Majesty, it must be remembered, is now 
in his 87th year. The course he has taken 
may be unusual, but it is not unconatitution- 
al, and those of his eubjects who are most 
inclined to criticise his action, will at least 
credit him with good and high intentions.

LOUISIANA LAND FRAUDS. 


Gov. McKEnaery Biamiug His Brother 
John—Iateresting Developments. 

New OgLeans, May 2.— Special.] — The 
almost unanimous denunciation by the 
Democratic press of the Louisiua land-ring, 
of which John McEnery is the head and 
chief offender, has drawn today from Gov. 
Sam McEnery, his brother, an explanation 
whichis considered far from satisfactory. 
He places the blame of the con tract with his 
brother John upon the late deceased Gov. 
Wiltz. He denounces it as impr ovident and 
unwise, but atthe sametime justifies his 
brother in taking advantage of all of its pro- 
visions. The Governor publishes state- 
ments, however, which show John McEunery 
has received an excess of scrip cover- 
ing 14,000 acres more than was 
due him according to the most liberal con- 
struction, and that the Treasury of the State 
is $11,000 worse off than if the McEnery con- 
tract had never been signed and the work 
under it never performed, John McEnery 
alleges, however, that he has not profited by 
the contract, hav had to form a partner- 
ship and divide with Col. Bob Ingersoll, a 
Washington lawyer, and also to pay heavily 
for getting his work through the -Oftice 
at Washington. The statement is made that 
Col. Ingersoll has already as part of his 
compensation located a 2 tract of 
land in the Parish of St. James, in this State. 
The most objectionable feature of this con- 
tract, the existence of which threatens to 
revolutionize the politics of Louisiana, is that 
the land reclaimed is uninhabitable seacoast 
marsh, worth 1244 cents an acre; yet for 
every twe acres recovered McEnery receives 
scrip for one acre, or one-half of the amount, 
which scrip may be located upon any land 
of the State, and so far has been turned in 
lieu 3 the actual cash pur- 
chasers of highest-priced 8. 
The scheme of the rug to obtain 
possession of the Chalmette battle-ground 
as swamp-land was frustrated by the publi- 
cation of the facts in the newspapers. A 
part of the Spanish Fort property was certi- 
tied over. however, and bought in by the 
ring. The illegal certifying over of a large 
tract of the McDonagh property, owned for 
thirty years by the City of Baltimore, led to 
a lawsuit against the Surveyor-General, 
was one of ine causes of his recent dismissal 
from office. Only three newspapers in the 
State speak out in detense of McEnery, and 
these are owned by State officials.

A UNIFORM HIGH LICENSS. 

Reports come up from Springfield that 
some members have expressed doubt as to 
the expediency of insisting upon a uniform. 
license of $500 for all classes of saloons. It 
has been urged that a discrimination in favor 
of beer-saloons, xing their fee at $250, or 
just one-half the charge for the sale of all 
kinds of liquor, would attract additional sup- 
port for the measure. Diligent inquiry has 
failed to verify this theory. It cannot be as- 
certained that the propused concession to the 
beer interests would gain a single vote for 
the bill. On the contrary, there is reason to 
apprehend’ that such a departure from the 
original scheme would impair the devotion 
of many of its most steadfast friends. If 
this be the case, there is certainly no reason 
why the law should make any distinction. It 
has been felt all along that the practical 
working of such a distinction would result 
in a widespread evasion of the law 
and that a large proportion of the saloons 
throughout the State selling whisky would 
take out only the lower (beer) license and 
then go on selling whisky. ‘The one pur- 
puse of making the concession was to secure 
votes in the Legisiature, and if that purpose 
cannot be achieved then the concession 
would be a very foolish one. The represent- 
atives of the distinctive beer interests will 
not vote for the license measure, even though 
the sale of beer be permitied at one-half the 
legal fee charged for the sale of whisky. 
The Democrats who oppose the bill in defer- 
ence to the liquor interests will not be con- 
ciliated by any rebate in favor of deer, for 
the classes they ire to propitiate are those 
who sell and tie who consume whisky for 
the most part. The Americans, and the Irish, 
and the Scandinavians, and the great bulk of 
al, the foreigners outside the Germans drink 
whisky more than beer, and sell whisky 
more than beer, if they are drinkers or en- 
gaged in the liquor-traffic. As a mere mat- 
ter of expediency nothing is to be gained by 
changing the bill, and it will be stronger, on 
the whole, as a uniform measure than it will 
be if it shall provide discrimination. ‘The 
profit on the sale of beer is probably a larger 
average profit than there is on the sale of 
whisky, and the beer traffic can afford to pay 
as high a license. The present license laws 
make no distinction between beer and whis- 
ky. All the liquor licenses issued in the 
State are the same for malt liquors as for 
spirits. The old license in this city was $52 
a year, and it covered both kinds of liquors, 
The new license in Chicago is $103, but no 
distinction is made between whisky and beer 
—thereis no half-price license for the latter. 
In towns where the license ranges from 
$1,000 to $500, and down to $50, no difference 
is made, or ever has been so far as we know. 
It is felt by the municipal authorities that the 
distinction will not be observed by the sellers 
and cannot be enforced, and that a half-rate 
license for beer means in practice a half-rate 
license for whisky. 

All the influences which can be concen- 
trated in favor of this measure should be 
brought to bear at Springfield during the 
next few days by the mass of taxpayers, 
since the license measure represents an 
additional revenue of $3,000,000 a year to 
be distributed among the local governments: 
the heads of families, who have children 
growing up to ap age which exposes them to 
the temptations of unrestrained dramsell{ng ; 
the employers of workingmen, whose capaci- 
ty is diminished and whose earnings are con- 
fiscated by the excesses and abuses of the 
liquor-traffic; and all the law-abiding and 
order-loving people, who know that an ex- 
cess Of saloons contributes more than all 
other conditions to drunkenness, vice, and 
crimes of violence. If the Legislature can 
be made to realize the actual demand for the 
passage of the license law there will be no 
trouble to secure for it the requisit number 
of votes. 

BOARD-OF-TRADE TRANSACTIONS. 

Tue legisiative Committee which has 
been engaged for several days.in taking evi- 
dence as to the character of Board-of-Trade 
transactions, apparently with a view to es- 
tablishing a similitude between those trans- 
actions and operations, in the bucket-shops, 
does not seem to have found out anything 
which was not generally known before, 
There is undoubtedly a very large amount 
of speculation on the Board of Trade of 
which the bucket-shop business is a minia- 
ture reproduction. Nevertheless, there isa 
radical and obvious difference between the 
two institutions. The Board of Trade is in 
the main an organization of capitalists and 
dealers, who handle a’ large proportion of 
the grain and produce of the West, control 
the intermediate operations between the pro- 
ducer and the consumer, establish the prices 
of food-products, provide for the storage and 
transportation, and transact the other neces- 
sary incidents of moving the crops. It is an 
institutiom governed by rules which are the 
result of experience, and capable of en- 
forcing the obligation of contracts. The 
speculation for which it affords a channel is 
reguiated and to some extent restrained by 
fixing a minimum for purchases and sales by 
stringent rules in regard to margins and by 
summary discipline for non-fulfillment of 
contracts. The newsboy, bootblack, and low- 
salaried clerk have no access to the Board of 
Trade speculations; the speculators are full- 
grown men who know what they are doing. 
In one word, speculation is an incident of 
the Board of Trade, and outside ot the 
avowed gambling transactions like puts“ 
and calls it is not in the power of statutes 
to contro! it uniéss sales for future delivery 


wers absolutely prohibited, and such a law 


would be an embargo upon legitimate com- 
merce as well as upon speculation, <— 
The “bucket-shop” is a very different in- 
stitution. It is more of an individual enter 
prise. By comparison, it is irresponsible. It 
is a vehicle for petty gambling of not much 
higher grade than the cheap faro-bank 
or policy-shop. It is not and does not pre- 
tend to be a commercial factor. It does not 
and can not establish prices. It merely at- 
fords an opportunity to outeders to bet on 


‘the prices to be fixed by the Board of Trade. 
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It they can be withheld from the petty gam- 
bling shops which use them merely to rope 
in the unsuspecting Granger and the salaried 
classes who have no right to speculate, that 
purpose should be sustained and encouraged 
by the Legislature. It may be impossible to 
puta stop to speculation on the Board of 
Trade without injury to important commer- 
cial interests, but the bucket-shop transactions 
contribute nothing to the trade, and they are 
equally useless to the producer, the con- 
sumer, the middleman; and the transporta- 
tion interest. They are entitied to no more 
consideration than any other gambling-house, 
and, if it is not possible to close tuem up by 
the police, at least they should be denied all 
facilities for transacting the business. If 
the Board of Trade and the telegraph com- 
panies are willing to refuse to give the 
bucket-shops the regular quotations, there 
should certainly be no legislation in favor of 
the bucket-shops, 

It is rumored that two members of the 
legisiative committee have had some er- 
perience in the speculative part of the Board- 
of-Trade business. Ous ot them is said to 
be in debt to a commission firin $3,000 and 
another in debt to another firm $700 on ac- 
count of losses in speculative transactions. 
If that be true, then it was entirely unneces- 
sary for the Legislature to incur the expense 
of sending a committee to Chicago to inquire 
into the Board-of-Trade transactions. These 
two members, and perhaps a good many 
other members, of the Legislature might 
have recounted their personal experience, 
and thus unfolded a picturesque panorama 
of Board-of-Trade gambling. It would have 
saved time and money. But after these and 
all the other expositions of speculation which 
might be made, the facts would remain that 
speculation is not the raison d'etre of the 
Board of Trade; that it has an important 
commercial mission; 
laws aimed at speculation would do more 


harm than good if they interfered at the“ 


‘same time with the ready and responsible 
marketing of the crops. 
— — — 
THE NEWTON HERESY. 

The Rev. Heber Newton, who is about to 
be placed on trial by the Bishop of New 
Yerk for a violation of his ordination vows 
in preaching sundry so-called heresies with 
regard to the Inspiration of the Scriptures, 


has made a reply to the charges. The reply 


is not an official one, but was made to a rep- 
resentative of the New York Herald, and 18 
printed elsewhere. Perhaps it was unwise 
for him to say anything until he was called 
to the bar to answer, but, wise or unwise, he 
has done so, and his statement probably out- 
lines the nature of the defense which he will 
make. 

In regard to the first charge, touching the 
doctrine of Biblical inspiration, he takes the 
broad ground that There is nowhere in any 
official utterance of the church any specific 
statement defining the Word of God as co- 
extensive with all and every part of the 
Bible.“ In regard to his heresy ” touching 
the person of Christ and the miracles, he 
takes very much the same ground, and says: 
In attirming the natural evolution of Chris- 
tianity, 1 certainly did not mean to deny the 
supernatural origin of Christianity any more 
than in affirming the natural evolution of the 
world itself I should deny its supernatural 
Origin.“ The third charge, involving the 
breach of his ordination vows, he denies 
point blank, and then places upon his ac- 
cusers the onus of proof. To the fourth 
charge, specifying such offenses as declaring 
the religion of the Jews to be polytheistic 
and idolatrous, the false representation of the 
mission and teaching of the Old Testament 
prophets, and re jecting the predictive char- 
acter of prophecy, thus impeaching the au- 
thority and denying the testimony of Christ,” 
he substantially pleads guilty, though claim- 
ing at the same time that he is right. 

In one respect Mr. Newton is very much 
like Mr. Mila. He closes his statement with 
a personal attack upon his critics, This was 
unnecessary and in bad taste. The whole 
matter lies in a nutshell. If Episcopa- 
lian creed is as elastic as he claims it to be it 
is not remarkable that he should de all at 
sea, and it may be very difficult to determine 
whether he is wrong or the church is wrong 
without calling a jury todecide. If such jury 
should decide that he had not departed from 
the creed, there has been no offense commit- 
ted. If itshould decide the other way, there 
is no resource left for Mr. Newton but to 
step down and out. In either case 
there is no occasion for any display 
of temper or persoual feeling, or to speak 
of his prosecutors as persecutors. They 
may find that he isall right; then no harm is 
done. They may find, on the other hand, that 
he is all wrong. There is no harm done 
then. He has the same right to his opinions, 
but certainly has no right to preach them 
from an Episcopalian pulpit. If the majority 
of his associates, however, men of equal stand- 
ing, and intelligence, and scholarship with 
himself, decide that he is not preaching what 
the church teaches, it requires considerable 


“audacity for him to affirm that they are 


wrong, or to question the absolute propriety 
of their decision, He should step down and 
out in good temper and good order.

AN UNWARRANTED CIVIL-SERVICE vro- 
LATION. 

The rapid style in which the average 
Chinaman adapts himself to American polit- 
ical habits is illustrated in the case of Tom 
Lee, a Celestial, who keeps a cigar and gro- 
cery store in New York City. His place is 
the headquarters of his countrymen, who 
flock thither for consultation, gossip, and ad- 
vice, very much as Americans in a foreign 
city will swarm about their Consulate, Tom 
Lee, being naturally asharp, quick man in 
his perceptions, has gradually acquired a 
great influence over his countrymen; is, in 
fact, a kind of boss, whose word hitherto has 
been law. Recognizing his influence and au- 
thority over the rest of the population of the 
little Chinatown, he was recently appointed 
a special Deputy Sheriff, in which capacity 
he has not only given the weight of his ad- 
vice and counsel but has exercised his au- 
thority, as a preserver of the peace whenever 
his little community became in any way bel- 
ligerent. | 

There was no reason why Tom Lee, if he 
had been disposed to act in a straightfor- 
ward way; should not have risen to em- 
inence and handsomely succeeded in accu- 
mulatin this world’s wealth, but alas! he 
was crooked. His whole community has 
risen up against him, and accuses him of 
levying all sorts of irregular taxes for which 
he has no warrant... It appears that he has 


established a high-litense system without 


the aid of municipal or State legisiation, and 
that the system is entirely his own, as weil 
as the revenue. If any Chinaman wants to 
open a gambling-house or an opium-smoking 
resort, or to run a lottery—the three most 
famous Celestial torms of vice—he has to go 
to Tom Lee and ask his permission, which 
Tom Lee cheerfully grants n payment of 
a fixed sum in cash. His tituents com- 
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t to levy contributions of this sort, and 
they laid the ease before the Sheriff, who is 
now investigating it. Tom himself it, 
but the whole community affirms it, and is 
ready with its receipts in tea-chest Hiero- 
glyphies to show how they have been bied. 

The affair indicates 4 remarkable aptitude 
in Tom Lee and a surprising promptness in 
appreciating the ways of politicians and 
officeholders, for his badge was hardly placed 
on his silk gown before he commenced his 
little system of assessments. In reality he is 
only doing what vigger men have done be- 
fore him. He may lose his badge as the re- 
sult of his political zeal, but if he does it will 
not be because, as a man, his scheme of seif- 
enrichment is at variance with municipal 
civil-service systems or the traditions and 
precedents of municipal and county office- 
holders. It is true Tom Lee has been Amer- 
icanized, but it is very hard to change the 
spots of the Chinese /eopard, and there is and 

hould be a well-grounded disiike and oppo- 
sition to any invasion of ancient monopolies 
in city and county offices by Mongolians. It 
Tom Lee had been a native-born American 
his assessment system would perhaps have 
been as proper and dignified as Jay Hubbell’s, 
Boss Tweed’s, or Mike McDonald’s, and he 
might in time have risen to the position of 
controller of the ward machine, but, being a 
Chinaman, his course is simply offensive and 
not recognizable under any code of local 
politics. No foreigner, least of all an al- 
mond-eyed and pig-tailed one, has any right 
to claim the prerogatives of the home patri- 
ots. 5 
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PROGRESS OF HIGH LICENSE. 

The new City Council of Jacksonville, III., 
by a unanimous vote Tuesday night in- 
creased the rate of license to liquor saloons 
from $400 to $600, Jacksonville is the coun- 
ty-seat of a Democratic county. On the 
same night Danville, the county-seat of Ver- 
milion County, which with a population of 
about 8,000 to 9,000 has forty-six saloons, by 
the action of its City Council increased the 
rate of saloon licenses to $600a year. We 
have already published a list of the cities in 
this State which had up to February adopt- 
ed high license, but as the result of the April 
elections this list will be largely increased. 
In no place where high license has once 
been adopted is there any abandonment of 
that policy; on the contrary, the system has 
operated so successfully and with such ex- 
cellent benefits all round that opposition by 
the saloonkeepers bas been abandoned, and 
in numerous places high license has been re- 
adopted by almost unanimous votes of Dem- 
ocrats and Republicans. Nowhere in the 
State, except in the Legislature, is there any 
serious effort to make it a party question, 
but in Democratic as well as in Kepublican 
towns men of both parties have united in 
support of high license because of the 
prompt remedial effects it has produced 
everywhere it has been adopted. 

In lowa the prfhciple of high license is 
spreading over the State like a tidal wave. 
Des Moines, Davenport, Burlington, Clinton, 
Lyons, Atlantic, Boone, and all the cities 
where an opportunity has been offered, the 
high-license policy has been adopted. In 
Clinton thirty saloons have paid the fee of 
$400 each, and have taken out licenses, while 
twenty-three others who refused have been 
closed by the Mayor, who has plated a police- 
man at the door of each. In Lyons the same 
policy has Been adopted asin Clinton. The 
State Capital, Des Moines, with 30,000 popu- 
lation, has adopted a liquor license of $1,000, 
which will abolish two-thirds of the dram- 
shops in the city, quadruple the revenue 
from the survivors, abolish pretty much all 
the drunkenness and crime caused by liquor, 
and prove a public biessing. The high license 
there is supported by those who imbibe as 
well as by the teetojalers. 

High license is taking the place of prohibi- 
tion all over that St&te, and; being comwmend- 
able to public sentiment generally, it will be- 
come the popular remedy in Iowa for ali evils 
resulting from excessive saloonkeeping. It 
will be seen wherever it is adopted only 
those saloons which are kept by respectable 
and responsible men take out licenses, while 
the doggeries all drop out. The keepers of 
orderly saloons welcome the adoption of 
high license and become its vigorous sup- 
porters. 

The proper mode of legislation on this sub- 
ject is for the Illinois State Legislature to es- 
tablish a minimum rate of license at 8500, 
leaving to each municipality to lay such ad- 
ditional rate asits people may deem advis- 
able. The adoption of a uniform minimum 
rate will remove the question from politics 
and remove the subject generally from local 
excitementand agitation, Can the members 
of the Legislature resist the general sentiment 
of the people of all parties and refuse to take 
such action as is demanded to remedy the 
worst evils of the liquor traffic ?

WAR BY TARIFFS. 

Bismarck is reported by a cable dispatth to 
be on the point of proposing a universal dis- 
armament of the nations of Europe. At the 
same moment the portents of a new war, a 
war by tariff, are showing themselves. Lord 
Salisbury, Tory, created no little excitement 
in England lately by recommending that that 
country abandon its strict free-trade ground 
and meet the discriminations of hostile tariff 
legislation by retaliation. An amendment to 
the same effect was lately moved to the Cus- 
toms and Inland-Revenue bill now before 
Parliament by Mr. Ecroyd. He proposes 
that “in view of the growing injury inflicted 
upon British industries by foreign tariffs,” a 
tariff of 10 per cent be levied on the imports 
of wheat and flour, ete., and that a tariff tax 
be put on imports of manufactures from 
other nations imposing similar taxes on Brit- 
ish manufactures, “ with the notification that 
it should cease to operate against each na- 
tion from the day on which such nation 
should admit British manufactures free.“ 

The feeling in Great Britain in favor of 
some such measure of retaliation against our 
tariff is aeclared to be growing. Another 
move to punish us for our discriminations 
against the English, who are the largest buy- 
ers of our agricultural products, is the de- 
velopment of the wheatfields of India. By 
underselling us in the wheat market the Eu- 
glish hope to make our farmers feel the harm 
done to them by the system that taxes them 
on everything they buy, and leaves them to 
sell their products in competition with the 
Hindoo ryot, who has no such burdens to 
add to the price of his wheat. b 

Spain has for a long time exacted oppress- 
ive duties from American products of all 
kinds in retaliation for our high tariff on 
the sugar, molasses, fruits, and tobacco of 
Cuba and Porto Rico, A Washington dis- 
patch says: 


The reports made to the State Department for 
along series of years are full of revitala of 
petty exactions by Cuban authorities upon 
American comme and of accounts of what 
in effect are discrifminating duties against the 
United States. A summary of recent corre- 
spondence received by the State Department 
from our Consular officer in Cuba ig an illustra- 
tion of the character of the correspondence 
which has been received at the department for 
years. These complaints relate chiefly to ex- 
cessive and apparently unjust fines imposed 
upon American ships the Spanish colonial

not definit and positive enough in its en- 
gagements to enable the combatants or the 
bystanders to tell which one is whipped or 
when. .This tariff war is a return to the 
crudest practices of the Middle Ages. 

England cannot affect our manufacturing 
system at this late date by any such reprisals 
as Lord Salisbury and Mr. Ecroyd suggest. 
Germany cannot save its junker hog-raisers 
from the irresistible pressure of American 
competition by this mendacious attempt to 
prevent the German townpeople from get- 
ting a cheap food. America is on the point 
of making such modifications in its present 
silly taxation of its raw materials as will 
probably make it the successful rival of 
Great Britain in supplying iron and cottons to 
the world. There can be but one end to the 
attempt of the German landlord nobility to 
keep itself up by making the people buy dear 
food when this country stands across the 
line with loads of cheap food waiting for a 
chance to come in. Human nature never 
has submitted to anything like that when it 
once understood it, and the Germans are too 
intelligent to be an exception. 

When the coming Peace Congress assem- 
bles we recommend it to add to its anti-dyna- 
mite and anti-gunpowder resolutions a timely 
word against the equally foolish warfare by 
tari into which the world seems to be about 
to take a fresh plunge, and in which the 
United States, otherwise so pacific, is among 
the chief aggressors. 
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AN EDUCATIONAL DEFECT. 

The affairs of Cornell College are occupy- 
ing a large share of public attention just 
now, for the reason that they are in a very 
anomalous condition—such perhaps as does 
not finda parallel in any other American 
institution of its class, There are many 
weak colleges in the country, many that are 
hampered in various ways, many in a mori- 
bund condition for want of funds; but Cor- 
nell College isin a declining condition and 
at the same time is the wealthiest institution 
of its class In this country. It has an en- 
dowment of $7,000,000, which even under 
ordinarily careful and judicious manage- 
ment ought to relieve the Trustees of any 
anxiety as to financial maiters—a state of 
mind which would be the perfection of bliss 
to most college managers, And yet, Cornell 
College, the richest educational institution in 
money in this country, is one of the poorest 
it appears, in educational results. Its wealth 
is continually increasing, but its scholarship 
value is declining. : 

From this anomaly it would appear that 
the great wealth of the college is misapplied 
in some direction, for wealth ought to pro- 
cure the Best results if it is used with in- 
telligence. The alumni of the college have 
been studying the problem, and at a meeting 
held in New York last week it was very 
generally conceded that a fatal mistake had 
been made in the matter of salaries paid to 
Professors. They certainly need uot go any 
further in seeking for a sufficient cause of 
decline In the number of students attending 
or in the educational results obtained, There 
igs no rule more inflexible than that second- 
class salaries will only draw second-class 
men to the work of teaching. A college as 
rich as Cornell ig in a position to command 
the services.of experts, men of experience, 
fame,and National reputation forscholarship, 
but it cannot command them with $3,000 or 
$3,500 a year salary. The time has gone by 
when first-class men in colleges will put 
up with second-class salaries. Their serv- 
ices are too valuable and too much in de- 
mand. The opportunities for making money 
which have been opened up to men of this 
class are so numerous that they do not have 
to consider such offers, even though they 
may be accompanied with a professional 
chair. In every other profession -first-class 
talent is rewarded with large salaries. Why 
should it not bein the arduous all-im- 
portant duties of the college Professor? It 
seems to us that fora great and wealthy in- 
stitution like Cornell to employ teachers be- 
cause they can be had at a low price is the 
falsest of economies. It might answer for 
a starving institution which cannot afford to 
pay large salaries or to employ famous Pro- 
fessors, bat with the money in its possession 
Cornell can afford to assemble within its 
walls an array ot Professors in every depart- 
ment that would soon fill up its rooms and 
classes again. 

The very core of a university is its faculty. 
All else is merely incidental. It is well to 
make a college attractive in its buildings, 
and grounds, and in homelike comforts, as 
wellasin its equipments of library, appa- 
ratus, museums, and other indirect helps to 
education, but the most magnificently 
equipped institution in all these respects, |: 
it has second or third rate men in its faculty, 
will not succeed, whereas a college faculty 
composed of first-class men and experts in 
their various branches of study would make 
the institution successful if it had no build- 
ings or equipment of its own, and were 
obliged to hire school-rooms. There may be 
other defects in the management of Cornell 
College; it would be eurious if there were 
not; but this principal defect would 
be sufficient to wreck it in time, even if all 
the others were repaired. If that institution 
were to employ men in each department who 
are known to be experts, and who have such 
a reputation in their special provinces of 
study and investigation that their opinions 
would command universal respect and confi- 
dence, students would flock to their lectures; 
but such men are not to be had for small sal- 
arles when they can command more money 
for their knowledge elsewhere, and not have 
to submit to so many annoyances either. The 
same argument is applicable to every other 
college, but, unfortunately, few institutions 
have the means of rectifying their mistakes 
as Cornell has. With most of them it is their 
misfortune, not their fault.

Des Moines, the State Capital of Iowa, has 
adopted a $1,000-license tax, which will place 
the liquor business in responsible hands, 
clean out the pestilent doggeries, and pro- 
mote sobriety and good order. The $1,000. 
tax is supported by a great majority of the 
citizens, irrespective of party, and by the 
better class of saloonkeepers. Atlantic City, 
Ottumwa, and Boone have raised their liq- 
uor-license tax from $100 to $500, which will 
greatly inefease the revenues of those towns 
and improve the moral atmosphere at the 
same time. ; 

In Clinton, Ia., a city of 10,000 inhabitants, 
a $400 license has been adopted, on the vote 
of Democratic as well as Republican Alder- 
men. Thirty saloons have paid the tax, 
while” twenty-three refused to pay and were

It Is Declared She Revenged Herself 
in the Bloody Death of 
Davis. 


Mrs. Philip Thompson Gives Her Side 
of the Story. 


Harropspura, Ky., May 2.—The grand 
jury today returned an indictment of mur- 
der against Phil B. Thompson Jr. for killing 
Walter H. Davis April 27. The return was 
made late this afternoon. The witnesses 
named for the Commonwealth are J. P. 
Chinn, K. C. Smith, J. M. Wilson, R. E. Cole 
man, and John Maurer. Thompson will 
rearrested tomorrow. p 

Under à much-prevailing custom he will 
probably be let out of prison, being nominal- 
ly under arrest in charge of a guardian, 
whose salary is paid by the prisoner, Then 
habeas corpus proceedings will lead to a pre 
liminary trial to determine it he can be 
bailed and what the amount shall be. 

The indictment creates surprise, though 
generally approved. The defendant and his 
friends expected it would be for man- 
Slaughter. It is expected the pilsoner’s 
father, one of the ablest lawyers in Ken- 
tucky, will be counsel for his son. 

GOssIP. 

The sentiment is growing that the killing of 
Davis is to be classed as an assasination, 
There is a disposition to criticise the con- 
duct of Miss Buckner, upon whose state- 
ments to her cousin, Phil B. Thompson, it is 
supposed he made his attack on Dayis, It is 
sald that, when Miss Buckuner, some years 
ago, was in trouble somewhat similar to the 
charge made against Mrs. Thompson, Davis 
did not stand her friend. There are wit- 
nesses who contradict Miss Buckner with 
reference to Mrs, Thompson’s drunkenness. 

WHERE DAVIS WAS GOING, 

The implication that Davis was fleeing to 
Chicago is wholly wrong. He and his part- 
ner had sold their stock of groceries in order 
to devote their whole time to the whisky 
trade, and Davis had agreed to go to Chica- 
xo to close out the branch house, and was on 
his way to Chicago on this business when he 
was killed. 

MRS. DAVIS. 


Mrs, Davis protests that justice has not 
been done her husband; that be was as good, 
loyal, kind husband as ever a woman had. 
She usseris over and over again her immovable 
trust in the honor and innocence of her hus- 
band. She says the testimony against her

KEEPING WARM IN THE ARCTIC. 
[Lieut. Schwatka in Forest and Stream.]—I 
reached home on the 13th, the coidest weather I 
experienced on the trip being on the 13th, when, 
about two hours before sunrise, the thermome- 
ter indicated 58° Fahrenheit. That day I made 
& journey of twenty-five miles, riding most of 
the way on the sledge, and at no time during 
that day did I feel uncomfortabie, the highest 
the thermometer reached being 50 Fahrenheit, 
and I might here say that I really enjoved the 
whole trip. I attribute this almost wholly to tne 
Esquimaux reindeer clothing and constant 
living in a snow igioo like the natives, where 
the temperature is never above freezing and 
generally 10° to 15° below that point. I do not 
believe—and u. y belief is configmed by the writ- 
accounts of others—that any Arctic voy- 
agers, housed in warm ships as their base and 
clad in the usual Arctic suits of explorers, 
could stand sucha journey without more or 
less material discomfort. Once only did I learn 
the lesson of caution. I took of my right 
mitten in attempting to get a shot at a passing 
rei r, the wind biowing stiffly in my face and 
the thermometer —37 degrees Fahrenheit, when 
the persistent refusal of the frozen gun-lock to 
work perfectly kept my hand ex much 
longer tuan I bad intended. When 1 attempted 
to use it againit seemed paralyzed, and looking 
at it 1 noticed that the skin was as white as 
marbie. Toolooah, who was beside me, noticed 
it at the same time, and with an Inuuit exclama- 
tion of surprise, hastily doffing both his mittens, 
— 1 ＋. it detween his warm bands, and then 
eld it against his warmer body moder his coo- 
le-tab, or Esquimau coat. It soon resumed its 
functions, and althougn I felt for some time as 
though I was holding on to a hornet’s vest, I ex- 
perienced no more serious results than a couple 
of ugiy-looking blisters where the iron of the 
noha dome in contact with the 
hand.

Sudden Death of the Oldest Engineer 
on the Lakes. 

Alexander Summerville, said to have been the 
oldest engineer on the lakes, died suddeniy 
Monday. He was weil known -throurhout ma- 
rine circles. In 1832 he was second-engineer of 
the steamer Great Britain, wnich plied between 
Montreal and Prescott, and in 185 became 
chief-engineer of the steamer James Kemp, 
which after the battle of Windmill Point 
brought a number of prisoners to Kingston. In 
1840 was engineer of the Prince of Wales, 
after which he went on the Gildersiceve, and re- 
mained there till 1844, when he went on the 
New Era. In 1851 he shipped on the steamer 
Magnet, and in 1452 was transferred to the Bay 
of Quinte, and in 1565 went oo the Banshee. In 
1860, with a splendid certificate of competency, 
he retired from engineering, and with his sons 
went into the grocery business. He did not 
like it as well as he expected, and in 1871 re- 
sumed bis posidon in the Banshee, where he re- 
mained until 1874, when be was appointed engi- 
neer of the Bohemian. In 1876 he was ed 
a place on the Aigerian, and in 1878 he went on 
the Passport, whose engines he handled till 1881.

DARING ROBBERY, 


About $4,000 Stolen from the Provi- 
dence Gas Company in a Very Expert 
Man per. 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., May 2.—[Special.]—A 
very daring and successful robbery was per- 
petrated in the office Uf the Providence Gas 
Company between 12 and 2 o’clock this after- 
noon. At 12:15 0’clock the paymaster went 
to dinner, leaving in the ponderous safe at 
one side of the office two boxes, one of paste- 
board and one of tin, the two containmg 
about $4,000, in pay envelopes. which sum 
was intended to pay the employés. When the 
paymaster left the office the héad cierk was 
busily engaged at the counter at the further 
end of the office, near the entrance, and was 
standing the greater part of the time 
wit his back towards the safe, which was 
thirty feet away.

The guestion of pauperism at present de- 
mands the serious attention of the country. 
The standing army at paupers and criminals 
which levies a continual tax upon the com- 
munity is increasing in a ratio much beyond 
the increase in population, and as matters 
now stand it would seem as though hered- 
itary pauperism, the curse of Europe, was 
gaining a firm toothold in the United States. 
The regulation of this standing army and the 
provision of much stricter barriers to keep 
out an inpouring stream of recruits from 

are matters requiring speedy and 
comprehensive National legislation, The 
United States has been and is being made a 
dumping-ground for the pauper and criminal 
overflow of Europe, the State, National, and 
international laws to the contrary notwith- 
standing. Emigration is England's panacea 
for Lrish pauperism. 

ENGLAND'S EMIGRATION SCHEME. 

An extensive scheme of emigration ts now 
being carried out by the English Govern- 
ment; contracts, the terms of whieh are kept 
secret, have been made with steamship com- 
panies, and day by day vessels land at the 
Eastern seaboard to deposit their gloomy 
burdens from the famine-stricken districts in 
Ireland. Emigration is a recognized mode 
of relief under the English poor laws. This 
wholesale immigration from Ireland, how- 
ever, is not the only, nor is it the worst, feat- 
ure of the case. While European Govern- 
ments do not now, as Governments, system- 
atically empty their jails and poor-houses 
for transportation here, yet local govern- 
ments, municipalities, societies, and individ- 
vals in Europe send to this country depend- 
ent classes for the purpose of relieving them- 
selves of their support. Thousands of 
paupers and criminals are being Janded 
here whose has been paid by 
relatives or local civic bodies in Europe for 
the sole purpose of getting free from the ex- 
pense of supporting them. The laws of this 
country are practically useless in meeting 
this evil. The New York State laws pro-

WHAT LITTLE LAW THERE IS. 


Practically there are no National laws on 
the subject. The act of March 3, 1875, Sec. 
5, provides: 

uat it shall be unlawful for aliefs of the fol- 
lowing classes to immigrate into the United States 
—namely: Persous who are undergoing a sen- 
tence for conviction in their own country of 
felonious crimes other than political, or growing 
out of, or the result of sucb political offenses, or 
whose sentence has been remitted on condition 
of their emigration, and women imported for 
the purpose of prost itu don. 

The provisions for the necessary inspec- 
tion and inquiry, however, are so absurdly 
inadequate that this lawis a dead-letter. The 
immigrant “liead-Money” act of Aug. 3, 
1882, empowers the Secretary of the 
Treasury to contract with State boards 
for the inspection of vessels, and 
if on such inspection “there shall be found 
among such passengers any convict, Junatic, 
idiot, or any person uvable to take care of 
himself or herself without becoming a pub- 
lie charge. they shall report the same in 
writing to the Collector of such port, and 
such persons shall not be permitted to land.“ 

Owing to the couditions with which this 
act was handicapped it was tound to de in- 
operative in the criminal-and-pauper section, 
and a were made daring, the last 
session of Congress to mate it effective by 

ditional legisiation, out failed. Mr. 
Guenther in the House of Representatives 
(Jan. 20,1883), and Mr. Miller in the Senate 
(Jan. 20, 1883), brought in bills for the de 
sired amendment, the sentence quoted being 
made to read as follows: 

And if on such examination there shal! be 
laber among such passengers any convict, 
lugatic, idiot, or — person unable to take care 
of imseif or berself without becoming a public 
charge, such persons shall not be permitted to 
land. (Sec. 2.) 

The bills were referred to the Committee 
on Commerce, and no further action has been 


taken. 
THE COMMITTEE’S ACTION, 


The Committee on Foreign Afairs, in a re- 
port to the second sesslon, o“ d. Forty-sixth 
Congress in January, 188. red to this 
subject as follows: 


Tne legislation which is asked vos, requiring 
the return to the port whence they came of per- 
sons who ou inspection before landing might be 
found unable to support tmewselves, lunatics, 
erimioais, eto., is considered an absolute neces- 
sity. The committee have kuowledge of the

Those who bring chem sdouid be com- 
belied to return them. They should not be per- 
mitted to become a permanent charge on the 
public institutions of this country. 

The laws of some of the seaboard States 
provide against the admission of paupers 
and criminals under a penalty to be levied 
on the vesselowner, but manifestly these 
laws are of little account. as they would only 
reach most glaring cases or cases of which 
the authorities had been previously apprised. 


European paupers are usually provided with | 


means to conceal their pauperism, so far as 
a cursory inspection would go, until they get 
safely landed in the country. The New York 
Emigration Commissioners prevent the land- 
ing ot persons who are notoriously pauper- 
ized, insane, or idiotic, the steamship lines 
taking all such cases back free without hesi- 
tation-or question. Similar provisions obtain 
at the other ports, but, as has been said, 
manifestly this is not enough. Once paupers 
and criminals reach the Middle and Western 
States in safety there is small possibility of 
the burden of their support ever again being 
thrown on the country which sent them here.

IMMIGRANT AID SOCIETIES. 

The German Immigrant Aid and other so- 
cleties of a similar eharacter help pauper 
and penniless immigrants along West, and 
try to help those who settle in great cities. 
The great bulk of pauper and criminal imm, 
grants, however, settle in the Kast for a ume 
at first, and work westward later. 

The danger of this threatened evil cannot 
be fully appreciated by those whe are not 
conversant with the history of pauperism in 
Europe. The great mass of pauperism is 
hereditary. In the State of New York three 
generations of paupers may be found in the 
same almshouse. The common idea 
paupers are the victims of misfortune is 
errqneous. Dr. Martiu Anderson says 
that two-thirds of the adult paupers sup- 
ported by the State of New York have been 
meee so by their own criminal acts. He 
adds: 

Aud. worse than aii, thie voluntary degrada- 
tion tends by a natural law to reproduce itecif 
in all their decendants. This atavism of pover- 
ty and crime, uniess broken in upon... 
will go on in ao iucreasinug ratio for all time. 

The average yearly direct cost of pauper- 
ism to Great Britain is £10,000,000, or $50,000,- 
000, which makes the English per capita 
pauper tax the highest in the world. 

ENGLISH PAUPERISM., 

The permanent vauperism of Engiand 
alone is represented by a standing army of 
over a million paupers. The pauper statis- 
ties of England are complied for a tixed date 
—that is, from returns taken on a given day, 
similar to the manner of the ordinary cen- 
sus returns. This point is to be especially 
noted in comparing the pauperism of nations 
as iu many European countries the annua 
pauperism fs given in official returns. Thus 
the Irish returns show the annual number 
of workhouse inmates to be between 150,000 
and 200,000, while thé number of inmates 
for a given day will average only 
60,000. About 15 per cent of the 
paupers of Engiand are iumates of public 
institutions, the remainder being supported 
on the outdoor system. It is estimated by 
statisticians that England relieves 2.000.000 

inually. One great difference between En- 
gland and Awerica in this is that in England 
the pauperism is almost +trady year 
round, whilh in America itis only about halt 
as large iu summer as in winter. Europe has 
20,000,000 paupers; the United States 300,000, 


. Statistics on the subject are deceptive and 


contradictory, but these figures are given on 
the best authorities to be had and may be 
taken as approximately accurate. In Bel- 
gium and Holland the proportion of paupers 
ww population is given at 1 to 8; Norway, | to 
10; Sweden, 1 to 15; Great Britain, Germany, 
France, and Switzerland, 1 to 20 to 1 to 30; 
United — * to 150. The casual reader 
way remark chat this country has little to 
complain of, but therein lies the dauger. 
Why should America haye any paupers 
Whatever? There is nothing in America—cer- 
tainly nothing in the West—to correspond 
to the agricultural system of the Old World, 
with its millions of wretched laborers in the 
dregs of poverty. The land ts owned by the 
tiller; the land-famines of Europe are un- 
known; there is room and work for all. 
America is free from that inheritance of wis- 
ery and vice, the accumulation of ages, which 
loads the European taxpayer. 
THE EVIL. Grows, 


But year by year Europe shifts over a share 
of the burden; the country, in its wealth, and 
magnitude, and kreedom, and hos,itality, 
gives the matter little attention; and there 18 
gradual ly growing up, particularly in the 
large.cities on the Eastern seaboard, a sys- 
tem of rmanent pauperiem which will 
eventually. become the leading question with 
A parties and with the country, The 

v. Dr. Hall, of New York, a gentleman 
who, if the writer’s memory is correct, has 
had considerable experience ey the poor 
in the principal cities of Ireland during the 
earlier portion of his career, said lu a speech 
at the Social Science Convention in 1874; 

No one could have walked the etreets of New 
York last winter without belug struck with 
what is very humiliating, the observation that 
this city is rapidly traveling ju the track of the 
worst capitals in Burope in the direction of 
abundant street paupers. When I think 
of tne many poor giris and boys who are being 
trained in that way (as professional begyars) in 
this city, educated in the worst direction, I must 
anticipate a crop of the most abandoned women 
within the next few years. 

In the article in the Living Age, copied 
from Macmitlan’s Magazine (London), the 
City@f New York is thus spoken of: 

It ia, 80 to speak, a stagnant pond iuto which 
all the drains and poiluted streams ot Europe 
and America have been discharging themselves. 
the rascaidom of all the Eastern half of the 
States as well as the ignorance and wretched- 
ness of Ireland and our own [English] cities. 

England has been obliged to sbut up her 
Australian penal colonies, and that she or 
any other nation should be permitted direct- 
ly or indirectly to make the United States a 
pauper and penal colony is a gross violation 
of international laws, aud todump cargoes 
of penniless peasants whom landlord mis- 
rule has beggared on these shores is certain- 
ly a violation in spirit tf notin letter. Her 
parishes and Poor-law Guardians” watch 
each other with keenest jealousy lest a soli- 
tary pauper should get fixed upon the wrong 
taxpaying district, and under the law of set- 
tlement the unfortunate beggar who cannot 
clearly prove where he was born or settled is 
bandied about from parish. to parish, from 
pillar to post, until death or the United 
States receives. the burden. Carlyle, some- 
where--in “Sartor Resartus,“ probably— 
comments on England and her paupers in his 
bitterly sarcastic style by suggesting that 
half whe paupers should be shot and salted to 
feed the other half until the burden would 
eat itself up—a sort of Kilkenny-cat extine- 
tion, as it were. 

CHILDREN GOING WEST. 


An important part of this subject which 
there is not space here to treat of is the lin- 
migration and westward migration of pauper 
children by alleged charitable societies. 

Special reports on the operation of the 
State laws on this subject on the Eastern 
seaboard have been procured by Tux Tiun-

Mrs. Belle Beachamp was accused in con- 
nection with James Ahearn, the village gro- 
cer, of rhurdering her husband dy putting 
poison in his coffee, The. singular story of 
his death after. terrible sufferings: his wife's 
strange behavior; her intimate friendship 
with the handsome storekeeper; her objec- 
tion to the holding of an inquest over the 
body of the dead man; the finding of the 
poison In the stomach; and the subsequent 
arrest of the woman and the yonng man 
have already been telegraphed Tur Tam 
ung, though a general review of the case 
may not be uninteresting. 

PROMINENCE OF THE PARTIES. 

Martin Beachamp and his wife represented 
familles once very prominent in this section. 
The husband’s original name was Beau- 
champ, one of the Labidists whose immigra- 
tion introduced to this country the Bayard 
family, of Delaware. The woman was a 
daughter of William Liden, a former Judge 
of the Orphan’s Court of this county, and the 
representative of a family dating back to the 
early English settlement of the Eastern 
Shore. The family name was then spelled 
Lydon, and the old family mansion was at 
one time one of the gr. st and most hos- 
pitable in the State. Extravagant hospitali- 
ty reduced the old Judge to poverty, and he 
left nothing to his children but a little farm, 
an aristocgatic name, and a lot ot debts, His 
four daughters and one son had to go to 
work for a living, or rather the son had to 
work for them ual), and try to make a living 
out of the little farm the Jadge had left. 

THE WOMAN. 


Frances Belle Liden,the young woman who 
was charged with 80 terrible a crime, grew 
up @ pretty girl, but self-willed and careless. 
fier sisters all married farmers in this vicini- 
ty. When 17 years old she fell in love with 

Martin Beachamp, a harvest-hand employed 
‘on her brother’s farm. He wasa -look- 
ing countryman, but her brother stoutly o 
posed the mateh. Beachamyp’s father, it is 
true, owned more land than the Lidens, bug 
then he was uarefined and had no regard for 
igree. He was an indolent sort of a fel- 
ow, too, and his father would not help him. 
Belle and Martin, however, were determined 
to warry, and they disappeared one summer 
evening, and when they returned several 
weeks afterward it was as man and wife. 
With her little share from the sale of the 
farm leit by the Judge Mrs. Beachamp set 
her husband up in farming in a small way. 
Soon, however, it became apparent that tue 
marriage in haste” was bringing “ repent- 
ance at leisure,” and it was rumored that 
they dia not live happily together. They 
had no children. 


THE TONGUE OF SCANDAL. 


The village gossips of Concord, the little 
town near where the Beacham lived, began 
counecting the young wife’s name with 
James li. Carlisle, who kept a store In the 
neighborhood, in no very respectable man- 
ner. Ilie was seen at Beachamp’s house at 
untimely hours, and she made frequent vis- 
its to the store when site made no purchases. 
Two years ago, and eight years after mar- 
riage, Mrs. Beachamp gave bicth to a son; 
and, although Beauchamp see happy. the 
xossips of the town talked more scandalous- 
ly than ever, “She continued friendly with 
Carlisle until about a year ago, when Justice 
Lackerman one day criticised Mrs. Bea- 
champ rather sharply, and Carlisle and a 
friend named James Ahearn gave the mag- 
istrate a sound thrashing. n ‘after this 
Carlisle left the town and the State, and sold 
out his store to Ahearn, and in turn the lat- 
ter became a warm friend of Mrs. Beachamp. 
Her husband loved her tnnocently and de- 
votedly, and perhaps she truly reeiprocated 
his affection; but the gossips would talk. 

THE POISONING. 


It was the last day of December, 1883, when 
Martin Beachamp, upon rising in the morn- 
ing, remarked to his wife that he did not feel 
well, would eat no breakfast, and asked her 
just to make him acupof coffee He went 
out of the house on an errand while she pre- 

ared the coffee. He returned, swallowed 
lalf a cup of it, said to her, “ Belle, that’s 
the bitterest coffee I ever drank.“ and a few 
minutes later he was seized with violent 
cramps in the stomach. He soon went into 
spasius. Mrs. Beachampsummoned Thomas 
Lewis, a neighbor, who wanted to go for a 
physician, but the dyimz mau said he theught 
he would soon be better, and took some 
trifling remedies. * he was taken 
with a terrific spasm, and died in throes of 
agony. Of eourse the news soon spread, and 
the eye of suspicion was turned toward cer- 
tain parties. James Ahearn was at the house 
soon after Beachamp died, and busied him- 
self about the funeral arrangements. Mrs. 
Beachamp at first opposed an inquest, and 
appeared frantic with grief at the death of 
her husband. When the doctor said he 
3 an inquest ought to be held Ahearn 
said: 

“Doctor, you know this man died from 
natural causes. Won’t you see District-At- 
torney Bryant and tell him there is no need 
for an inguest ?”’ 

THE INQUEST. 


The doctor declined to do this, and an in- 

uest was held, and the jury rendered a ver- 
dict that death was eaused by poison, by 
whom administered unknown.” Prot. 
Toury,of Baltimore, made an analysis and 
found stryclinine in the dead man’s stomach. 
After the inquest the matter was ge | 
let drop for a time by the authorities, thoug 
in reality it was not. The authorities were 
secretly at work, but it was difficult to ob- 
tain aclew. In February last the adminis- 
trators of Martin Beachamp made an ap 
praisement of his effects. Mrs. Beachamp 
was present, and had the carpets taken up 
frow the floor to be measured, when under 
the edge of one of the carpets was found 
the following note im an unaddressed en- 
velope: 

Dec. 26, 188%.—Benn: I hope when you find 
this | will be dead, for I know you would rather 
I was dead thun living, so | intend to kill myseif, 
and thea I'll be out of your way. 

MARTIN BEACHAMP. 

Now, Martin Beachamp could not write 
except scrawl his own name, as two of his 
brothers have since testified at the trial. The 
signature was like his. 

A clew was subsequently found in Balti- 
more, a druggist testifying that he had soid 
Ahearn a bottle of strichnine. A boy named 
Chance told his father that just before 

thamp died Ahearn said to him one day: 

“Chance, 1 will pay you liberally if you 
will help me in a job of work and hold your 
tongue about it.” 

ON TRIAL. 

Finally, about six weeks the widow 
and Ahearn were arrested on indictments by 
the grand jury, and confined in the town 
jail. The trial opened April 24, and the ar- 
gument was corciuded at the session last 
night. The case was given to the jury this 
morning, who, after avout two hours’ delib- 
eration, returned a verdict of “ not guilty,” 
and thus ended oneof the most famous trials 
that the Mary land courts have ever seen. It 
ouly Jasted about ten days, but the mystery 
which had surrout the death of 
Beachamp and the uncertainty of the wife’s 
guilt invested the case with peculiar inter- 
est. The court-room was crow when 
the verdict was rendered. t was a 
surprise to everybody, thou many had 
expected the last two days of the trial 
Mrs. Beachamp would be acquitted. One of 
the counsel of the State says that the grand 
{ury committed an error when they indicted 

rs. Beachamp and the village-grocer, James 
Ahearn, separately for the crime. ‘They 
should have indicted them together, and the 
State would have had a better case and not 
so many of their witnesses ruled out.

* A STRANGE OCCURRENCE. 
Beachamp house has three communi- 
cating rooms, and the remains were laid in 
the end room, which has a door leading into 
the yard. This door was closed, but not 
locked, and the window was raised and a 
light was burning. Over the face of the 
corpse was a cloth with alcohol on it to pre- 
vent discoloration. The watchers were in 
the other rooms.

absorption ceased with life, and that even if 
a solution of strychnine were forced into the 
stomach it could not have been absorbed by 
the liver. The defense placed considerable 
stress upon the fact that the liver, which was 
taken to Prof. Tonry n in a news- 
paper, and in an open basket, might have 
ad strychnine injected into it while it was 
in the basket by means of a hypodermic 
syringe, or that perhaps the one-thousandth 
part of a grain or more of 
strychnine might have gotten on 
the surface of the liver while it was in the 
newspaper, or again that it might have been 
tampered with by some unknown person, or 
accidentally poisoned while locked up in a 
closet just before going to Baltimore. The 
State met this supposition by the persistent 
testimony of the two bricklayers, who turned 
the brick arch over the grave when the body 
was first buried, and who afterwards opened 
the grave when the liver was removed, and 
who swore that it had not been molested. It 
is not probable that Ahearn will be tried.

COUNTERFEIT MONEY. 


The Amount Taken In at the Sub- 
Treasury—The Precaution of Brand-«- 
ing~-The Number of Counterfelts, 

An effort was made yesterday to obtain an 
approximate estimate of the amount of coun- 
terfeit money offered at the Sub-Treasury of 
Chicago annually, Asno record is kept no 
estimate could be given. However, no day 
passes without the detection of bad money 
by the money clerk. The least amount de- 
tected per day is $5 and the largest haul 
made was $150. The average of this in one 
year of 313 days would be $24,257. Of course 
this amount seems large, yet few realize to 
what an extent counterfeit money flows into 
the Sub-Treasury window and is retarned to 
the proper parties. One large railway cor- 
poration alone defects that amount annually. 

When a bill or coin is pronounced counter- 
feit by the expert, it is immediately s0 
stamped and returned to the post-office, 
bank, or department of the Government 
from whence it came. Sometimes between 
8500. and $1,000,000 is counted by the 
money clerk ina single day, but so familiar 
is he with all classes of counterfeits that he 
pee not yet been known to let one slip past 

im. 


AIDS TO DETECTION. 
Examination shows that counterfeiting is 
not so much in use as formerly, which is 
supposed to be due merely to the fact that so 
many counterfeiters are fn jail. It is a 
source of speculation just now in official 
quarters as to what disposition this 
class of men will make of = their 
liberty, so mauy of them being on the eve of 
freedom. Science has developed means of 
detection so rapidly that a counterfeit cannot 
long survive, and consequently less nneasi- 
ness over the matter prevails in business 
circles. Photography seems to have been 
the worst foe to the art, so far as paper mouey 
is concerned, As soon as a dangerous coun- 
terfeit is suspected, that is,—one so near per- 
fection as to merely excite a possible but im- 
probable suspicion,—the genuine and sup- 
posed counterfeit bills are photographed on 
a large scale afd the pair compared in detail. 
This enlarged copy invariably shows a varia- 
tion in the number stamped upon 
bill. No ink has ever been 
counterfeited exactly like that 
used on the Government stamp, and besides, 
the figures of the original always present a 
perfect outline, which no counterfeit has 
ever done. One of the most perfect counter- 
felts in existence is a $500 United States note 
of the series of 1869. The oats bey of 
difference are in the numbers and the size of 
the foot of the Goddess of Liberty, The 
counterfeiter rung in a St. Louis foot by 
mistake, the big toe of which was so dis- 
torted that detection was verified. No bank 
has the courage to take one of these notes 
even on the assurance of its own expert, 
until the Government expert bas declared it 
genuine. 
SILVER COUNTERFEITS. 
Counterfeiting is most extensively carried 
on in silver, and there have recentiy been a 
number of arrests. A combination of tin, 
zine, and bismuth has been found the most 
successful here, as its weight and appearance 
are exact, The Government expert detecis 
the stuff as it strikes the other coin in his 
hand. He then balances it on the tip of his

PERJURED SCOUNDRELS. 


‘Fabricated Claims Against the Govern- 


ment—A Bocus claim of 8827,631 by 

the Scamp Fentenhcim->. | 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April29.—{New York Sun.] 
~The frequency and the audacity with which 
fraudulent ciaims are preseed before interoa- 
tional commissions are astounding. Not less 
astounding is the immunity extended to the 
fabricators of them. The manufacture of claims 
has become a regular business ror desperate ad- 
venturers, aided by specuiative attorneys who 
bave no reputations to lose and everything to 
gain by a successful turn of the wheel of fort- 
une. 

A case is now pending before the French and 
American Commission which reads like a chap- 
ter from one of Jules Verne’s novels. Michael 
Fentenheime bas filed a claim for $227,631.08, 
under six genera! heads. To entitle him to any 
standing in court the claimant must prove him- 
seif to bea Freren citizen. This is the initial 


point. Fenteobeime was bora in Strasburg in 
18%. This city was ceded to Germany in 1871 by 
France. The claimant swears: “In the spring 
of 1872 I renounced all allegiance to any person 
except tbe French. I called on the Consul-Gen- 
eral of France ut New York, and he then reme- 
died all defects.” 

The records of the State Department were 
searched in vaiu for a certiticate or notice from 
the French authorities, and no paper of any 
kind was produced from the French Consul- 
General at New York to estabiish or to verify 
this elulm to citizepship. In the absence of all 
oral or documentary proof tosustain Fenten- 
berme’s deposidop it wust De rewarded as false. 
because citizensbip under the changes made by 
the treaty between Germany and France isa 
recorded fuct easily proven. 

Sobedule A claims for “property at Pelican 
Point, Morris Isiand, Charleston barbor, four 
acres, with buildings and improvements, de- 
struyed or taken possession of and retained b 
the United States military forces July 16, 1 
$45,000; for value of household Koods and furnoi- 
ture destroyed at same time, 

Edward MeCrudy Jr., a well- known lawyer of 
Charleston, of twenty-seven years’ experience 
in the specialty of titles, made an examination 
io 1868 of all toe property on Morris lsland, witn 
a view ot sale to the Government, The abstract 
shows that neither Fentenbeime nor his wife 
ever owued a foot of land on the island. Mo- 
Crady testified that there were no houses on 
Pelican Bauk.“ where ne claimant located 
bis imuginary residence. 

. Boag was a soidier in the Confederate 
army oat Morris Island io 1861. He testified that 
there were only two bouses there, one belong- 
ing to Seigberg, and cbe asher near Vinegar 
Ui. wuieb was occupied by Col. Graham for his 
headyuarters. 

Robert C. Gilebrist commanded a battery of 
artiliery on Morris lelana when the 4 
had possession of It. He was asked: 

It any such bouse and things had been upon 
Morris Island at that time would you have 
known it? A.—Most- certainly I would. 

Q.—You age prepared to swear that there were 
no such house and things? A.—Yes, l am. 

Finally, Gen. Giimore, who ocoupied the isi- 
and, testitied as follows: 

The bouses which were standing at the begin- 
ning of the War were used as store-bouses by 
the Confederates, and ali but one were removed 
when they began to fortify the isiand. 

It is thus seen that Feutenneime never owned 
nor even bad n of the property claimed, 
for which he wants $50,500. Bearing this fact in 
mind, bis proceedings in connection with the 
alleged property are iustructive. He and bis 
wife conveyed these four acres on Morris Island 

0 C. E. Rittenhouse, of the District of Colum- 
a fur $1,000 April 29, 1868. On the 2d of July, 
1 only two months later, they gave to Andrew 
G. Newgent a * of attorney to sell and 
transter all their rigbt and titie to these four 
acres. On the ist of October, 1872, they mort- 
gaged the same four acres to Gustavus Shep- 
bard. C. E. Rittenhouse reconveyed the same 
four acres to Fentenhbeime Feb. 3, 1873. and the 
latter conveyed the same to Robert A. 
Sinclair, of New York, April 1, 1875. This brief 
review of the “four aeres claim exhibits the 
cbaracter of tne claimant, as it appears in the 
record of the case. ° 

Schedule B claims for property in Barnwell 
district, South Carolina. near Aiken, twelve 
nores of land, house, improvements, timber, 
etc., destroye i by Gen. Kilpatrick Feb. . 1865, 
$12,000: tor furniture and household goods de- 
stroyed the same time, 1.000.“ 

Fentenbeime claimed that this “was a brand 
new bonse, about a mile from tho depot, and 
was worth $15,000." W. J. Williams, of Aiken, 
who bad ved there for sixty-five years, testi-

mand is consistent with the swindling scheme of 
the whole case. 

dededule O claims for “damages for personal 
injuries done to and suffered by your petitioner 
and wife, $20,000." Fentenheime swears that 
these injuries were Inflicted by Confederate soi- 
diers, which debars tne claim, supposing it ever 
to have had any foundation. 

Mr. Boutweil, counsel for the United States. in 
summing up the review of the ciaim in his brief, 
says:

Two repectable members of the bar, who bad 
served as counsel for Feotenheime, withdrew 
from the case after some of the impurtant testi- 
mony bad been taken on bebalf of the United 
States.

“This day comes the complainant, by Will- 
jams & Thompson, their solicitors, the de- 
fendant, the City of Chicago, ~ Francis Adams, 
its solicitor, and on motion of the defendant's 
said sulicitor to dissolve the injunction hereto- 
fore granted herein, it ia bereby ordered that 
the writ of injunction beretofore issued in sald 
case be and is hereby moditied 1898 from 
the said writ and setting aside all parts thereof 
restraining the said City of Chicago fromin any 
manner, attempting to enforce the provisions of 
Secs.

Had it been foreciosed, and it 
was about to be, ia fact, would bave been, ex- 
cept tor Doolittie’s gkillful handling, the entire 

roperty would have been swept away and noth- 
— left for Forsythe. Doolittle not only ro- 
moved a cloud from the titie to the land, but 80 
skillfully manipulated a tract of old swamp land, 
good for nothing under rr but a frog pond, 
that it became worth $1,000,000,and I say ne 
ought to dave $50,000 for it. lL wouldn't have 
done what Doolittle has in the case for less than 


100,000. 

The defendant bas very strongly intimated his 
intention of carrying the case to the Supreme 
Court of the United States, and if so, it wilt be 
from three to tive years before a final decision 
is reacbed and the piaintiffs van get the money 
they have earned. 


The Julia R. Newberry WIl! Case. 

In 1876 Julia Rosa Newberry died. leaving an 
estate worth $100,000, which she devised to ber 
mother on condition that the latter would first 
make a will leaving all the remainder of the es- 
tate after her death to some charity for women 
in the City of Chicago. Mrs. Newberry re- 
nounced under the will, and then by law took 
all the estate as next of kin. A “bill 
was subsequently filed u the name of The Peo- 
pie to compel the fulüllment of this trust, and 
the Lilinois Hospital for Women filed an iriter- 
— — asking to have the money given 
to it esterday an order was entered by von- 
sent of the parties making the Chicago Hospital 
for Women aod Children, another claimant, a 
party complaintant. An istervening petition 
was also filed by Mrs. J. C. Hilton and che Chi- 
eago Hospital for Women and Children setti 
out that Mra. Hilton is President of the Boar 
of Councilors of the hospital; that the 
hospital was organized in 1865, and is 
and always bas been exclusively under 
the charge of women. It has always been in 
the babit of receiving indigent women who are 
sick and treating them surgically without 
charge, as well as receiving others who are able 
to pay. It is largely supported by voluntary 
aid from citizens, and the People are interested 
in the support 'of the institution and in the 
proper administration of the trust funds and 
the trust created by the will of the late Julia 
Rosa Newberry. he object of the institution 
is to afford medical, surgical, and obstetrical 
aid to women and children, either freely or for 
compensation, according to the necessities of 
each case. Although the institution was organ- 
ized in 1865 it was not incorporated till 1876, 
but is doing a great charitable work, having 
treated 700 women in The women 
baving the management of the hospital 
as well Ae the hea and assistant 
attending physicians give their services without 
corn pensation, and the institution, itis claimed, 
fully meets the requirements of the charity re- 
ferred to in the will of Julia k. Newberry, and is 
entitled and empowered to take and receive 
such charity. The bospital therefore asks that 
an account may be taken as to what charity is 
oak 82 money, and that it may be de- 
creed to be the proper recipient of the bounty o 
the deceased Miss Newberry, adem

COMMPBRCIAL. 

The leading produce markets were less active 
yesterday, and unsettled within a rather 
narrow range of prices. A good many people 
were inclined to expect a break ou crop pros- 
pects, thinking that the big bolders would sell 
out, if they baa not already done so, but they 
were disappoiated.

There 
was little change on the afternoon cali, except 
that short ribs were again easier. 

Fiour was in better demand for export, there 
betng two or turee direct orders on the floor that 
could be filled at the prices asked by holders. 
The home trade was quiet. There was no ma- 
terial change in quotations, but sellers were 
firm in view of smaller stocks. Coarse millstufis 
were rather weak, with larger offerings. 

Wheat was less active and irregularly easier. 


The market declined ue. then advanced %@le, ' 


and closed on "Change %c lower for June, at 
$1.14%, and lo higher for August, at $1.15%, with 
other futures nearly the same as at the close of 
Tuesday's last call. May closed at $1.12%. Liv-. 
erpool reported an advancy of 3d per 
quarter, and private cables noted an im- 
proving tone, while the news of the 
morning was not what had been expected. The 
market declined the previous afternoon on the 
rumor that the Washington estimates would 
show a great improvement in wheat conditions 
during April. But that kind of news did not 
come, and private intimations were floating 
around to the effect that the May statement by 
the burgau will prove to be about as bad as the 
oue for April, This turned the tide, and parties 
supposed to be working for the clique were free 
buyers of the deferred futures, though selling 
the nearer ones against them. This caused the 
greater strength for August dbove noted. The 
rain prospect was regarded as favorabie, the 
weather of last month having been too dry. 
There was a rather better demand for car-lots. 
September sold at $1.134%@1.15% and the year at 
$1.10@1.12. On the afternoon call the market 
was much stronger. July closed at $1.16%, and 
sold at Lien in the alley. The shorts were 
buying.’ The Open Board afterwards ran July 
up to SLIT. . 

Corn was easier. It was active and weak early 


in the day, declining fle under liberal offer- 


ings; then turned stronger but quiet, and closed 
up dull at about the latest regular prices of 
Tuesday, at 55440 for May and 30e bid for July. 
The trading was mostly for those two months. 
and May was generaily spoken of as relatively 
firm, there being less pressure to sell for 
teis month. The market for futures rather 
closely followed the lead of wheat, though 
naturally firmer, as Liverpool was quoted 3@6da 
per quarter higher, and our receipts were 
smaller. The latter fact induced a fair shipping 
demand, and the lower grades were a shade 
firmer. There was some demand for cash No. 2, 
but shippers mostly wanted short receipts. 
There was little change on the afternoon call, 
but May was substantially quoted up to 55 in 
the alley. in sympathy with wheat. 

Oats were decidedly strouger. ad vanoing nearly 
le per bu, and closing ue above the latest prices 
of Tuesday, at e for May, and 43 for June. The 
trading was mostly for the latter month; but 
more attention was paid to August, witb most of 
the trading at 3544c, which was Me advance, The 
receipts were not large, though exceeding those 
of the previous day. On the afternoon call the 
market advanced N., with large trading for 
June, 

Rye was quiet and steady at former prices. 
There was littie demand and light offerings. 
May sold at 6lig¢c, July at G4c, and June was 
nomival at 634% @64c. 

Bariey was quiet and steady in samples, and 
inactive ou lots in store. No. 2 was wanted for 
May at 80c and No. 8 at 50c, with holders at about 
Se and 520. No. 3 cash was quoted at 3530850. 

The demand for staple and fancy dry goods, 
though gradually failing off, is still liberal for 
the time of year, and the market maintains a 
steady and healthy tone. Millinery goods still 
show satisfactory activity; and for the time of 
year the movement in boots and shoes and 
clothing is all that could be expected. Dried 
fruits are securing a little more attention, but 
the demand is by no means what it 
should be at this season. Fish are still meeting 
with a liberal demand and remain steady. 
There was littie that is new to note in connec- 
tion with the market for dairy products, trade 
continuing dull with values unsettied. Fine 
goods being searce are held .with-a show of firm- 
ness, but off grades are frediy shaded when it Is 
necessary to a sale. In oils, paints, and colors 
there was a fair trade at steady rates. Motals and 
tinners’ stock remain guiet and generally easy, 
Sheet-iron is We lower. Dealers in bagging, 
leather, broom-coro, hay, and hides reported 
quiet markets, prices ranging. as before. Pig- 
iron and coal are neglected. 

The offerings of poultry were large, and sales 
were slow at lower prices. Potatoes were steady, 
with small but ample offerings. The seed mar- 
ket was quiet and unchanged, The season for 
most varieties is about over, and it is hardiy 
early enough for the late seeds to attract much 
attention. Eggs were léc per doz. 

It was remarked yesterday that during the six 
weeks ending with April last year the South 
took over 10,000,000 Ibs of meats from Chicago, 
while during the corresponding time this year 
that section has taken very littie, and we are 
actually increasing our stock of sbort 
riba. when licht receipts of hogs and 
a buoyant lard market sbouid be cause for a 
rapid decrease. The duliness of meats is partiy 
traceable to the greater activity of the dressed- 
beef movement, which cuts off the demand for 
hog meat, especially north of Mason & Dixon's 
line. 

The sharp increase in the receipts of bogs at 
this point during the last two days is explained 
by the statement that they were sold for May 
delivery and beld back till the month came 
round. There are people here who think that a 
good many hogs have been contracted for to 
arrive bere within the next two months, enough 
to make a big difference in the packing record. 
Perhaps this idea bad something to do with the 
“sickness” in the hog market yesterday after- 
noon. 

A dispateb from Canada says that the wheat 
crop there will not pan out any better than that 
of Obie. The prospect all over Western Canada 
ie a very poor one.

IN. T. Herald, April 2.]—The Rev. 
R. Heber Newton, D. D., rector of the An- 
thon Memorial Episcopal Chureh, furnished 
a Heraid reporter yesterday with a more de- 
tailed and compréhensive reply to the 
charges brought against him than he has 
before had either the time or the inclination 
to prepare. Should the charges ever come 
to trial his accugers will meet with a more 
stubborn defense at some points along the 
line than they perhaps anticipated. At Other 
poiats, judging from Mr. Newton’s remarks, 
they will meet with no further response than, 
“What are you going to do about it?“ 
Even in the minds of those who framed the 
presentment there is a grave doubt whether 
the Bishop will order a trial, but if he should 
Mr. Newton says he will not shrink from it. 

I think that two or three of the specifica- 
tions. said Mr. Newton, “indicate a strain- 
ing at grounds of censure and confuse the 
only issue that should be raised—if any is- 
sue is raised at all. Personally I have not 
the slightest reluctance in having the church 
define her position upon the question of 
Biblical inspiration, so sure do I feel that that 
position is a large and liberal one. 

THE CHARGES SERIATIM. 

“The first charge regards the doctrine of 
Biblical inspiration. The candidate for the 
ministry,.in making a declaration of his be- 

ief that the Holy Scriptures are the word of 
God, must plainly do so in the light of such 
construction of the phrase as the formal and 
official utterances of the church make. The 
creeds have nothing to say upon this point; 
the sixth article is notoriously undogmatic, 
simply affirming that the Holy Scriptures 
contain all things necessary unto salvation, 
and the first sentence of the first book of 
homilies uses the language that ‘in it is 
contained the true work of God.’ ‘There 
is nowhere in any official utterance of 
the church any specific statement defining 
the word of God as coextensive with all and 
every part of the Bible.
